Adoption of a new plan to 
encourage co-operative m arketing of 
all agricultural products. 
Third—Congressional sanction of a 
movem ent to readjust freight rates 
on all commodities so that agricul­ 
tural products may be benefited. 
The agricultural commission is ex­ 
pected by m em bers ai congress study­ 
ing the question to submit a prelim­ 
inary report within the next month, 
recommending these features as the 
basis for legislation. 
r. hose most di­ 
rectly connected with farm cid meas­ 
ures declared them selves 
optimistic 
over the attitude the president will

the Anti-Baiooii league are form ulat­ 
ing plans for tightening prohibition 
enforcem ent through action of con­ 
gress. 


Conflicting views are held by the 
league officials and tile conference of 
senior federal circuit judges, which 
recommended the immediate tra n sfir 
ot tile national prohibition unit from 
“■the treasury departm ent to the de- 
partm ent of justice. 
The judges rec­ 
ommended that all appropriations for 
enforcement should be expended un­ 
der the direction oi the attorney gen­ 
eral of the United States. 
"Legisla­ 
tion putting into effect these recom ­ 
mendations,’' its report said, "would 
make for effectiveness iii 
the prohibition law.” 
N either of these i ecommendations 
are included in the program of 
the 
Anti-Saloon league, as set forth iii 
resolutions adopted by its executive 
committee

President Coolidge and Attorney Gen- 
e.al H arlan F. Stone. 
The president 
granted an audience to the members 
of the ext utlve committee, headed by 
W ayne B. Wheeler. 
Admitting in the preamble of its

situation in the nation demands the 
-serious consideration of the congress 
the executive and the judicial depart­ 
ments of the government," the execu­ 
tive committee sought executive sanc­ 
tion of the Cranston bill to establish 
he prohibition unit as a separate bu- 
. eau under a responsible head,

this bill were to be enacted, neither 
the treasury departm ent nor the de 
pat t ria nt ot justice would have direct 
supervision over the work of the pro 
bib iii on enforcement officials.

Ohio State University Making Effort 
to Solve Legal Tangles. 
t 
Columbus. Nov. 28.—The Ohio State, 
university is making an effort to solve 
the legal problems involving titles to 
Ohio lands set aside in 1790 by Vir­ 
ginia to award her veterans of th* 
Revolution. The land, consisting orig­ 
inally of millions of acres lying bo- 
tween the Scioto and Little Miami 
rivets, was retained by Virginia when 
•he ceded to the general government 
her title to the Northwest territory. 
I Le region has since been known as 
the Virginia military lands and lies in 
23 Ohio counties. 
In 1871, the resi­ 
due, consisting of unsold, unsurvejed 
and unpatented lands, was ceded ta 
the state of Ohio by the general gov­ 
ernment. 
Thirteen months later th.* 
land was ceded in turn by the state 
government to the Ohio Agricultural 
and Mechanical college, as the Ohm 
State university was originally known, 
as part of its perm anent endowment. 
Because of a haphazard method of 
distributing the land, paiily because 
o! the encroachments of squatters a d 
partly tor lack of adequate records, 
some of tile land has remained un­ 
patented and the title clouded. 
Witt! the recent appointment of At­ 
torney Frank M. Raymond of Colum­ 
bus by the university board of trus­ 
tees as agent for the Virginia mill* 
tar\ lands, efforts are being made by 
the university to help the present oc­ 
cupants or owners to clear their titles 
to the land.
